Butte, Montaha. July 15.—Although 
.the middle of summer, a serious coal 
famine is felt throughout the North¬ 
western Slate*. The Northern Pacific 
in Montana, is obliged to burn Hock 
Ing Valley. (Ohio) coal, notwithstan¬ 
ding strenuous efforts to secure ad¬ 
ditional local supplies. A Spokane. 
Montana, agent has orders for 203 
cars, htit has been able to secitre only 
nineteen. It is difficult to get any 
coal from Canada, as the Canadian 
Government forbids export of Cana¬ 
dian coal until home demands arc 
tilled. Nearly all the ‘Northwestern 
coal mines are running day and night 
but are all away behiud in their ojder*. 

A great shortage exists on the Pa- 
citic coast. The Government has 
liven obliged to ordeK 60.000 tons sent 
from Baltimore to the naval stations 
on the Pacific coast. Last winter 
whei\ the .great coal famuA; prevailed 


| in the Northwest; barns, fences, even 
doors of houses, were burned for fuel 
1’hat famine was partly broken by 
large imports from Australia, Japan, 
and Canada. Ttaia year it U claimed 
that the entire product of Australian 
mines will be needed at home; also 
that little coal can lie obtained from 
Canada because of the enormous in¬ 
crease of population in its Northwes¬ 
tern provinces, making it impossible 
the Alberta mines of Canada to sup¬ 
ply the local demand. 

l-a*t winter the Canadian Pacific 
hauled coal $000 miles from Nova 
Scotia to Alberta to help supply the 
suffering settlers. What the people 
of the Northwest, to wit: Montana, 
VTyomiyg. the Dakotas, Washington, 
«H-egon, Idaho. Utah. Arizona, Nevada 
add California, are ‘going to do for 
coal the coming winter is a serious 
question, l ong ago the authorities 


were warned th*t the coming winter 
would show a 40 per cent shortage of 
coal, but It looks as If the 40 per cent 
shortage had alrcadi arrived. All 
the railroads are /largely increasing 
their train service and thus constant¬ 
ly consuming more coal. When the 
St. Paul is finished to Seattle they 
mill require 6.080 tons per day for 
rai'road use. not to mention the new 
towns and villages springing up along 
the new mileage 

For two years past few mines have 
been opened. For one year past no 
coal lands have been entered, the 
Preslteot having withdrawn 68,000,- 
600 * acres of coal land feom public 
entry. 

The great demand for house can¬ 
num pt ion has not yet commenced. 
The existing famine is caused by the 
great demand from industrial plants 
and for railroad use.
